receive pay; that no other fees shall be 
cuarged for any services of said officers to 
the United States, nor shall any other fees 
be paid them out of the _ public 
treasury; that no fee shall be paid 
except in pursuance of an express appropria- 
tion by congress for that purpose; that it 
shall not be lawful for any deputy marshal 
or supervisor of election, or any person act- 
ing by their authority, to arrest or imprison 
on election day any election officer acting as 
such under and by virtue of election or ap- 
pointment under any state law for any of- 
fense agaiust the eleciion laws of the United 
States, or of any state, but a warrant or 
process for such offense may be executed at 
any time after the close of such election 
day.

The latter does not propose 
to even remonstrate. Hartmann is satis- 
fied with the decision of the French gov- 
ernment, but he proposes to avoid an- 
other such personal crisis by immedi- 
ately sailing for this country. He is safe 
here against the demands of the effete 
monarchies.

| The Ute Settlement. 

The negotiations of the Indian bureau 
with the chiefs of the Ute nation have re- 
sulted in asettlement that needs only the 
ratification of congress to go into effect. 
By its terms the Indians implicated in the 
murder of Agent Meeker and his em- 
ployes are to be surrendered, the pres- 
ent Ute reservations in Colorado are to 
be broken up, and in lieu thereof every 
head of a family is to receive one hundred 
and sixty acres of farming land and the 
same of grazing land, in fee simple, with 
no taxation, and an ‘inalienable title for 
twenty-five years, half this quantity be- 
ing set apart for single persons. The 
present annuity of $60,000 per annum is 
to be paid to the tribe in gash, and a 
further annuity of $50,000 is to be allow- 
ed them as pay for their lands. This 
will open to white settlement in Colo- 


rado about twelve million acres 
of land, the greater part of 
it possessing mineral wealth, 


and some of it being doubtless very rich 
in this respect. The southern Utes agree 
to remove to and settle upon the unoc- 
cuped agricultural lands on the LaPlata 
river in Colorado and New Mexico, or in 
that vicinity; the Uncompahgres go to 
Grand river néar the mouth of the Gun- 
nison, in Colorado; the White River Utes 
will take up lands on the Uintah reserva- 
tion of Utah. The Indians are to select 
their own allotments of lands in these lo- 
cations. Provision is made for roads and 
‘highways lawfully established. 

This isa new departure, anda very 
important one. The tribal relation is for 
the first time disregarded in treating with 
the Indians, and the policy of dealing 
with them as individuals inaugurated. 
In all probability this will prove the be- 
ginning of the end, and as the new policy 
is put in force the troubles on the plains 
will, we are confident, begin to dis- 
appear. Congress should not only 
sanction: the settlement with the Utes, 
but authorize the secretary of the inte- 
rior to apply the policy as fast and as far 
48 circumstances favor. The plan of al- 
lotment involves the abolition of the 
tribal relation, and this involves the dis- 
* continuance of predatory habits and of 
organized war upon the settlers of the 
frontier. In allotting quarter-sections to 
the Indians care should be taken to se- 
cure to them possession of the land un- 
der all circumstances. It should be so 
conveyed thata good title could only 
be had through the act of the individual 
Indian. In this way white ruffians can 
be prevented from telling the Indians to 


move Ongwhenever they want their lands, . 


as they have been in the habit of doing 
under the reservation system. The new 
policy, fairly inaugurated and honestly 
carried out, can be made a blessing both 


tothe red men and to the settlers. The 


interior department has certainly made a 
memorable settlement. It renders jus- 
tice possible in our Indian policy. 
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whom he liad illegally taken ont of the/ 
state courts after they had been convicted 
of murder, and has also issued writs for 
the arrest of Jadge Coles and other state 


court for excluding colored men from 
juries. Under the decision.of the sn- 
preme coart, the legislatures of Maryland 
and West Virginia will have to change 
their jury laws, in order to preserve 
the jurisdiction of their own 
state courts. In Maryland the law re- 
quires that juries shall be drawn from 


taxable white male _ inhabitants, 
and a similar law is in operation in West 
Virginia. 


So far as the indictment and arrest of 
Judge Coles and the other Virginia judges 
are concerned, it practically amounts to 
nothing save to extend the power of the 
federal government. While the supreme 
court has decided that such an indict- 
ment will lie, itis absolutely impossible 
to secure a conviction thereun- 
der until it is proven’ that the 
state judges intended to exclude 
colored men from the jury-box on ac- 
count of their race, color, or previous 
condition of servitude. If there were a 
law requiring colored men to be drawn 
upon juries, there would be no difficulty 
in giving force and effect to the decision 
of the supreme court; but there is no 
such law. ‘The law, as it stands under 
the reeent decision merely says that ne- 
groes shall not be excluded because they 
are negroes. In drawing juries there 
must be some discretion somewhere, and 
there is no law by which this discretion 
can either be interpreted or questioned. 
While, therefore, those who have this 
diseretion may be subject to the annoy- 
ance of indictment and trial, they 
cannot be convicted, even though they 
exclude all colored men. Conviction can 
only follow proof or avowal to the effect 
that the negroes were excluded because 
of their race, color or previous condition 
of servitude. No citizen has the right to 
complain because he is not drawn upon 
a jury, and no class of citizens can justly 
complain because they are ignored. The 
judge must have discretion. Juries may 
be drawn upon which there are no mer- 
chants, or farmers, or printers, or tailors, 
or tinners, or members of any other trade 
or profession; but no citizen is wronged, 
and no citizen feels aggrieved because the 
particular class to which he belongs is left 
out of the jury-box. Colored men can 
be excluded fiom juries without viola- 
tion of the law, under the decision of the 
supreme court, unless the obvious cause 
of their exclusion is their race or color, 
and Judge Rives’s attempt to convict the 
Virginia judges amounts to nothing. This 
view of the case is clearly and exhaus- 
tively set forth in the dissenting opinion 
of Judge Field. a 

Crime in the North and South. 

Noone has ever more’ strenuously in- 
sisted upon the distinctive differences 
between the north and the south than 
the author of “A Fool’s Errand,” and his 
insistance, in spite of his personal and 
political predelictions, is not coupled with 
any criticism of the latter likely to be 
resented by thoughtful southerners. The 
author of that lively and picturesque vol- 
ume is not inclined to believe that any 
real assimilation between the civiliza- | 
tions of the two sectioas can be seriously 
thought of for some generations to come. 
The justness of his observations is to be 
tested by time alone, but, meanwhile, it 
oecurs to us that in some respects we 
might afford to profit by the wider expe- 
rience and more exhaustive culture of 
the sons and daughters of Salem who, 
from time immemorial, have constituted 
themseives our censors and our con- 
science-keepers. Why should we not 
profit by their experience and endeavor 
to imitate their success in matters affect- 
ing the civil and social repute of our citi- 
zens? 

Take, for example, the crimes that are 
committed in the sweet sunny south: 
how bungling are our methods compared 
with those of New England! Our well- 


| known chivalry is so vivid in its concep- 


tions and so vigorous in its operations as 
to invest the most ordinary murder with 
a political interest. The bang of the shot- 
gun, or the crack of the rifle, is deemed 
indispensabie by our murderers and 
these attributes shed a lurid glare over 
events which under other circumstances, 
might well be considered comm@eplace. 
Our assassins, even—when we have any 
—light up the darkness that surrounds 
them by the accessories of red tire and 
Roman candles. Every criminal deems it 
his duty to be as melodramatic as possi- 
ble, and the result is, reports have gone 


| abroad that we are an extremely ferocious 


people. Rumors of this sort have reach- 
ed England, and, as we de‘nonstrated the 
other day, even the Hon. John Bright is 
disposed to regard us with a certain 
measure of awe. We must reform this 
style of doing business. Itis obnoxious 
to the culture of Old and New England, 
and is in direct conflict with the example 
that the north is setting us two or three 
times every day in the year. We must 
imitate New England, where murder isa 
neat incident invested with a highly 
moral tendency. 

Under these circumstances, it becomes 
of the utmost importance to know how 
these little affairs are conducted in the 
land of steady habits, whose virtue Mr. 
Evarts never tires of sounding through 
his patriotic proboscis. There is Connec- 
ticut, for instance: during the past year 
or two more murders have been com- 
mitted by the civilized people of that 
commonwealth than by the people of 
Kentucky ‘and Texas combined. But, 
naturally enough, there has been no 
fuss made about them fin the news- 
papers. They were nice quiet 
murders—such murders as may be 
contemplated by refined people without 
much of a shudder; orderly murders, if 
we may be allowed to use the expression. 
Let’s look over the list. About twelve 
months ago, a man and a woman fell in 
love with each other, and in order that 
there might be no obstacles in their way, 
the former poisoned his wife, and the Jat- 
ter poisoned herhusband. There was no 
row—no bumming around and breaking 
the peace and good order of the town and 
disturbing the neighbors—no firing of 
shot-guns nor beating on tin-pans. Those 
who found out about the murders had to 
be told of them. The persons who did 
the poisoning were active church mem- 


here and had an enviable reputation for 


solid morality. A Connecticut clergyman 


will soon be -tried a second time. for | 


poisoning and cutting the throat of his 
mistress, No brandishing of horse- 
pistols here; nothing but the unruffled | 
poison and the calm pocket-knife.

One loses his temper and uses a revolver; 
the other sweetly hums a hymn and 
slips the glittering blade home. One 
kills upon the impuise of the moment. 
The other attends church and Sunday- 
school and deliberately considers, not 
whether he shall commit murder, but 
how he shall commit it with the least 
possib'e annoyance to his neighbors. 


It were vain and tedious to discuss 


whether the difference in these methods 
are due to climate, to a special culture on 
the part of New England, or to the dis- 
tinctive features of the two citizens. 


It is sufficient to know that the 
differences exist, and it is un- 
necessary to add that the = argu- 


ment of peace and good order are alto- 
gether on the side of New England. 


When will our murderers learn to com- 
mit crime in a quiet and law-abiding 
Why should an entire con 
munity be aroused when a citizen of 
Kentucky desires to send a judge snipe- 
hunting? Why should blood be shed 
when a Texas gentleman desires to play 
When we see 
how neatly, how cleverly and how peace- 
ably the New England ladies and gentle- 
meh commit murder, and how surely 
they escape the gallows, we lament that 
the southern murderers should make so 
much fuss and clatter in pursuit of their 
profession. It is unnecessary and un- 
called for. Itis invested with a coarse- 
ness that. does not compare at all favor- 
ably with the examples we have just 
citedin Connecticut. Anothertrouble is, 
the great majcrity of our murderers are 
without culture; they are loafers and 
ruffians. Whereas, the ladies and gentle- 
men of New England who turn their 
hands to the business have all the advan- 
tages of a special civilization, and the 
most of them are persons of standing and 
influence—pillars of the church and orna- 
ments to society. Truly, there is need of 
reform at the south, but how is it to.be 
brought about? We dare not invite our 
refined people to become criminals, and 
yet in this way only can we hope to com- 
pete with the civilization and moral in- 
fluence of New England.

viduals. It is not laid out at all, and the 
streets are crooked, narrow, uneven, irregu- 
lar, even in their ups and downness, 
interminable, and ten-fold more pussling 
than Boston's old '‘cow-paths'’’ that van- 
ished in the aces fire. Atlanta is, in no 
sense, a handsome city. In addition toshe 
spectacle whith the abové destfi — sug: 
gests, it has no fine public buildings, no 
monuments, parks or places for outdoor re 
creations and rambles, which no other city 
in this mild southern climate is without. 
In fact, these conservative southerners were 
not prepared to see such a city grow upout 
of the old ashes, and, Consequently, with 
true southern. conservatism, they did 
not believe the evidence of their serses 
as they beheld it gtow, There are no 
regulat sidewalks} the roads @re as bad as 
they usually get to be when totally uncared 
for. It is dillicult to obtainjstatistics of the 
business done. Apparentiy, nobody has 
ever thought of collecting them, but, really, 
the trade of Atlanta is very large. As an 
example, the retail dry good stores doa 
business of $160,000 a year} there are four 
or five which claitti this aniount; the two 
wholesale hotises, which supply the whole 
south with goods, claim a business of 
$1,000,000 aaah per annum. There are a 
number of large boot and shoe houses which 
also supply the southern trade. The best 
boots and shoes and the finest dresses are not 
purchased in the south, but the purchaser 
goes direct to New York. The gentral style 
and material of the goods sold in the south 
are inferior to northern goods, Indeed, the 
masses in the country here still wear the 
homespun, aud brogans are universal, Even 
n the highest type of southern life one 
meets with some surprising solecisms upon 
the fine breeding attributed to these people. 
[ spent two hours the other day looking for 
a night shirt in the fine large stores in At- 
lanta. This is a garment familiar to every 
manual laborer in the north. But here sev- 
eral of the clerks were much amused at 
the idea of a shirt specially to sleep in. 
They told mein every store that mine was 
a novel demand, and that they would not 
sell two night shirts a year. As further 
examples of the civilization of southern 
cities, I have noticed that the young 
women do not acknowledge _ slight 
courtesies of any kind. I have 
actually made special effort to open doors 
for them and free them from petty annoy- 
ances, in order to observe this trait. They 
accept favors and courtesies much as if they 
came from inferiors—servants, perhaps. 
At hotels the custom of eating with the 
knife isa common one, and no etiquette 
whatever is observable among the men. 
There is apt to be a marked opposite ten- 
dency if there are two or more together. 
The southerner is fond of action, of gesticu- 
lar demonstration, and I like to keep out 
of reach of his coflee-cup when he 
tte ag talk cotton at dinner A _ fine- 
looking, reserved female of thirty years 
or so took the train upon which I 
came to Atlanta, and sat opposite me. 
After a while she relaxed her attitude and 
began to chew gum. This tired her, and 
she yawved desperately in my face, and 
picked the gum out of her teeth with her 
little finger nail. Nevertheless, she was 
educated, and had the general air and style 
we ascribe to a lady. Atlanta nas no 
millionaires, and is without that vague re- 
| commendation to the student of the **wah”’ 
society. There is agreat deal of money in 
the city, but it is distributed among indi- 
viduals. Theabsence of vast wealth and its 
accompanying element of ‘‘culchaw” may 
— furnish an explanation of the night 
shirt. . 

The daily street scenesin Atlanta present 
some features of novelty. There are, for in- 
stance, the street auctions. A motley crowd 
such asthe north, to dig into her resources 
with her very finger-nails could never get to- 
gether, assembles around the atictioneer, 
made up of the negroes and “‘brown-skinned 
men’’ in every shade and phase of pictur- 
esque and utter raggedness, and white erack- 
ers from the country in home-spun, with a 
great and original individuality in the mat- 
ter of hats of sombrero tendencies. A|- 
though every article you could mention is, 
at some time or other, disposed of in. these 
street auctions, the selling of stock and cat- 
tle is the most interesting  specta- 
cle. Much of the stock owned 
by negroes holding property is utterly 
unfit for service, and would not be allowed 
to live an hour in nortbern cities. Aged 
and full of diseases, sightless and toothless, 
with ulcers at every aperture in the head— 
I have seen these bony memories of mules 
and horses driven freely through southern 
cities; indeed, in the populous towns, the 
sight of a negro, and sometimes a white 
man, urging one of these repulsive, tremb- 
ling, limping wrecks slowly along with 
oaths, and constant applications of the 
whip, isso frequent and common that the 
iipression grows upon you that you see 
the representative working-cattle of tne 
south, which is nearly true. The 
horses and mules used in the south are 
ill-fed, weak and thin to emaciation, 
and, if Mr. Bergh controlled the welfare of 
the working cattie of this section, it would 
soon be markedly in want of horses and 
mules, and the Atlanta horse-car company 
would yield heavy tribute to the philan- 
thropist. An unwashed mule in the last 
stage of starvation is, 1 assure you, a hide- 
ous sight. Well, these street auctioneers 
dispose of this kind of stock to the negroes 
and the crackers. The prices for the worst 
specimens average from $8 to $15. I be- 
lieve there is no city in the south where one 
encounters such ragged negroes and so 
many different types of the southern coun- 
tryman. 
_In Atlanta, among other social ameni- 
ties, Inotice that the cows, which run 
freely about the streets in daytime, are 
usually huddled at night, and sometimes 
kept permanently in the high-walled back 
wohey ofthe fine brick residences. These 
back yards are their stables, the manure be- 
ing daily removed and applied to practical 
purposes, for it must be remembered that 
roses flourish in January in this climate, 
= something green is growing all the 
ime.

The better the farmer 
learns to husband his resources the larger 
will be that little which will be left out of 
each year’s effort. 

Farmer, do you know what made your 
income a minus quantity the past season? 
Did the manure wash off from your barn 
lot? What became of the slopsfrom your 
house and kitchen, and did the weeds sap 
your crops? These are little wastes, yet 
they help to make an income. Every year 
a little saved, adds to your present evomfort, 
and gives security against the needs of sick- 
ness and old age. 

Ozlethorpe, Morgan, Wilkes, Greene ond 
many countiesin Georgia once had many 
farmers who wererich for theirday. We 
could call their names, men who left for- 
tunes, and yet began farming with nothing 
except native capacity; they laid the foun- 
dations of their property in small earnings 
and little savings. 

Now, farmer, husband all the resources of 
your farm. Look more closely after your 
hens, and you will secure more eggs. More 
attention to your sheep will pay. More 
comfortable quarters for your pigs will give 
you more pork. Careful and intelligent se 
lection of corn with a little better feed will 
pay in moreand richer milk. Moreskillful 
planting with more faithful tending wil! 
secure greater abundance and satisfaction in 
the barvest. Negligence and shiftlessness 
are the besetting sins of southern farmers. 
Very often we have conversed with farmers 
and have heard them saddle ‘‘bad luck,’’ 
with failures which grew out of their care- 
lessness and negligence. Persistent efforts 
and Jittle continuous earnings will kill bad 
luck. Litttle savings will surround the 
farmers with the great blessing of a home, 
and a life of quiet and ease. 


GRAPE ROT, 


Hot weather and warmth and moisture of 
the soil, cause rapid growth of grape vines, 
a vigorous flow of sap to every leaf and 
berry, and of course a correspondingly rapid 
progress and elaboration and assimilation 
by the leaves and young fruit, but in order 
for these vital functions to go on freely, there 
must alxo be a corresponding rate of evap- 
oration of the watery portion of the sap 
from the leaves. If there comes a day or 
more of cloudy or muggy weather, as oc- 
curs frequently, when the atmosphere is so 
saturated with moisture that clothes will 
hardly dry on the line, then evaporation 
from the grape leaves being stopped, there is 
@ pressure or plethora of sap in foliag® and 
fruit which is just in the right condition to 
invite the action of fungus spores, causing 
mildew of leaf or rotting-of berry. 

THE SUCCESSFUL FARMER, 

The successful farmer of the future, is 
apt to be the intelligent, reading, thinking 
farmer. He will so plant his crons that 
there can be no entire failure. e will 
study the needs and capabilities of bis soil, 
learn by experience what crops are adapted 
to each particular a: of his farm and gov- 
ern himself accordingly. He will work by 
a given plan and his la will be uniform- 
ly successful,

HORTICULTURAL NOTES, 


—Raspberries should be pinched back to 
cause them tu throw out lateral bearing 
‘branches, besides growing more stocky, 


—In applying kerosene to trees for kill- 
ing insects it should be remembe-zed. that 
the roots are tov tender for this applica- 
tion. 

—Before the raspberries begin to leave 
out be sure and clear out the old dead 
stalks. that fruited last year. They should 
be broken off with the hand, as a hoe is lia- 
ble to bruise the live stalks. 


—Cauliflower is the most delicate and 
delicious of the cabbage family, and grows 
and heads best in warm, damp weather. 
To keep the head from sprouting or syread- 
ing draw the larger leaves over it and iay a 
stone on top to keep them in place. 


—Grape rot is caused not so much by wet 
weather as by hot, mugzy weather. Damp 
weather prevents evaporation from the 
leaves, causing a pressure of sap in the 
ieaves and fruit, which isin the right con- 
dition to invite the action of fungus spores, 
causing leaf mildew and rotting of the 
berry. 

SHEEP NOTES, ‘ 

—Never keep too many sheep in one flock, 
Provide shelser against severe weather, 
salt freely and regulary, keep no old ani- 
mals on hand, but sell all such. 


—Where it is desirable to pasture sheep 
in orchards, the bark of young trees may be 
successfully protected by washing the trees 
in spring and again in midsummer with 
is, 6 and carbolic acid or a solution of 
coal tar and whitewasb., 

—Shearing sheep should never commence 
till all danger of frost is over. To prepare 
wool for market, see that it is sightly, no 
tags, avoid burrs, each fleece to itself, care- 
fully tied and not tightly stamped. 


—}or grub on sheep, make strong tea of 
tobacco by boiling. As soon as cool enough 
to use, turn the sheep on its back and with 
a syringe inject about a teacupful of it into 
the sheep’s nostrils. Hold it on its back a 
short time. 

VEGETABLES, 

Pole Beans—Is a tender plant. easily de 
stroyed by frost, or its growth retarded by 
a cold, wet soil. Land for beans, should 
have a good exposure tothesun. Itshould 
be dry and rich. In planting, work well 
rotted manure into thesoil. During warm, 
dry days stir the soil three or four inches 
deep with ahoe. Plant four or five beans 
around the pole in the hill, with the éyes 
down. + 
Beets delight in a good, strong soil. A 
sandy natured svil is best for early beets, 
Rapid growth is desirable. The land should 
be liberally manured and thorough] ywork- 
ed into the soil. A dressing of superphes- 
phate, say 2 pounds to the square rod, 
sown broadcast, will prove beneficial. 

For cabbage, more depends on the season, 
preparation, manuring and cultivation, 
than the soil. You can grow fine cabbage 
on any land if it isdrained, well prepared 
and abundantly manured, and the weeds 
are kept down. 
Cauliflower requires a rich, deep, moist 
but well drained soil. The manure‘should 
be well rotted and thoroughly worked into 
the soil. Sow the seed in rows fifteen inches 
apart. Hoe frequently and suffer no weeds 
to grow. Thin out the plants and set out 
before they begin to cruwd. Set in rows 
two anda half or three feet apart, and two 
feet in the rows. Cultivate and hoe thor- 
oughly and keep the soil clean and mel!ow. 
Caulifiowers require moisture. It is a goail 
plan to frequently rake the surface, never 
letting a crust form. 

FARM NOTES. 
—A good remedy for kidney worms in 
hogs is to apply spirits of turpentine to af- 
fectedanimals. Apply frequently by pour- 
oe slowly over the kidneys atid atoite the 
—If cows give but little milk the proba- 
b.lity is the fault is with the owner.

—An ounce of castor oil should be given 
a lamb with scours. Four hours thereafter 
and twice daily, give one drachm of magne- 
siain a little thin gruel fromabottle. Piace 
salt constantly within reach of young and 
old, not mixing it among their food. 


—A mixture of kerosene and lard will 
remove lice from a horse. It should be used 
all over the skin and brushed into the hair 
thoroughly. It will be more effective if 
some sulphur is added to it. Take one 
pound of jard. one pint of kerusene oil and 
four ounces of flour ot sulphur; rub these 
well together; smear some of it over a horse- 
brush, and brush the horse with it until the 
hair and skin are all touched,

plant food, A strong plant is more vigor- 
ous than a weak one. Early feeding and 
vigor of growth, bring early and vigorous 
maturity. 
CORN CULTURE IN GEORGIA, _ 

Every man who lives ona farm in this 
state fully knows the frees importance of 
thiscrop. In the hands of speculators, and 
from no other cause, cdttoen bas brought a 
good price this season, and now We fin that 
all over the state, farmers will stbject 
everything this season to cotton. But few 
of them are taking pains to study the na- 
ture of corn, and many of them are igno- 
rantof the conditions necessary to the pro- 
duction of oud crops. Farmers in Maine, 
Vermont and New Hampshire ,by diligent 
aod intelligent cuitivation, make forty 
bushels of cornto the acre; Georgia, the 
natural fertility of whose soil is superior to 
the above named states, makes some twelve 
or thirteen bushels, the result of 
an abuse of the soil, and_ the 
present want of preper cultivation, 
Mr. Davison, of Greene cvuunty, makes large 
ears of cornanda heap ofthem. He knows 
that pure good seed is of much importance, 
that a good yield cannot be obtained with. 
out it; and he increases the yield per acre 
of his crop by bestowing attention upopo 
his crop. Heis very particular in seiecting 
his seed. Are you reader? 

It is a good pian to plow land for corn in 
the lateautumn = !) ep tae is essen- 
tial to successful curn culture; a good crop 
cannot be made without it; the more deep- 
ly land is plowed for corn, the greater num- 
ber ofstalks it will support per acre, the 
deeper the roots will penetrate, and the 
more protection they will have from the 
heat of the sun. One great 
trouble with the corn crop in 
Georgia, mules are too weak,plows too dull, 
or elbow grease deficient, and the conse- 
quence is much of the soil is loosened by 
the plow but a few inches, the corn roots 
soon strike hard bottom, and being unable 
to penetrate it, strike out laterally, and 
having no depth of earth as a protection are 
exposed to the heat of the sun, and through 
the summer the crop bas a tendency to fire, 
Another difliculty with Georgia corn 
crop, too little attentionis paid to manu- 
ring it. All the fertilizing material is de- 
voted to the cotton Jand. If the corn land 
is turned under in the autumn or early 
winter, the field trash and vegetable matter 
will decompose and help afford the needful 
nourishment to,the young plants. . Vegeta- 
ble matter in the soil not only is product- 
ive.of fertility, but retains moisture and 
helps the sop through a dry spell of weath- 
er. Deep cuiture and vegetable matter in 
the soil would help out the yield of corn in 
Georgia,
